Prophets are ivfot Wanted. 

If u inuphet had roretold the destt'ue- 
tlini ill' the cilj- lie would have been 
lunched ill, ns its very silo was stub 
tluu Hie iiriilialtilities or bcinn biirued 
diii-mi; a vuleiiuic eruption was not even 
Ilii.u{,'lil (if. Yet tile unexpected always 
happens. The Hood euuie in spite of the 
blue skies awl kinchins erowda of men 
wliu wiilt-luil fur year after ynir the 
buililinu of the urk. The lire rained 
rniin beuven in spite of tin; luorkiiiK 
nnliplier in ],nt's BOJis-iii-lnw. Atnl 
llieie was tile iniclity voice of un ciirtli- 
<liiuki' bonril in Hie year of 0:!, A. D,. 
when ljcicidiineiini KiiD'ered a terrible 
loss. There was luiiicillinc and weeping 
for tt few days, then Hie citizens be^nn 
to rebuild umoiijist Imutlitpr and jrroiilor 
ilehuucliei'ics. 

In the yeur of 7!l, A. ])., when the 



city was hardly restored, the oncspet'led 
happened ; Vesuvius broke out aud 
spewed forth gigantic streams ol liquid 
lava and rained clouds of iishes upo" the 
doomed city. So swift aud suddeu cninc 
the calamity upon the unsuspecting 
citizens that only a very few escaped to 
tell the tale, i'liuy, the hisliiiian who 
records the incident, weut to approach 
the city with help from outside by boar, 
but touud its excellent harbor lilled up 
and innceessiblc. Red hot lava streams 
had surrounded the city and the waters 
of the two streoms which encircled the 
city rose rapidly, cuttine; off the only 
way of escape. The people were caught 
in a trap, were burned beneath ashes and 
Invu from forty lu one hundred feet 
deep. 

Iu 1709 some men searching tor 
crushed marble dcposils eaiue upon walls 
and statues of the buried city, whose 
very existence had been forgotten. Large 
excavations have been since mnde and 
miiuy beuntiful utatiiew, paintings and 
houses have been found. Alns, the per- 
fection of hniunii talent and nccomp^sh- 
nicnt too fietmciilly lends to onstriins:e- 
meiit with God, instead of increasing 
mini's usefulness in Ilia eervico. 

A Modern Example. 

Another tragedy Qiuoug nations seems 
iiupGiidfiu*. The world has been shocked 
by the outrage of justice which WQfl 
committed in France in connection with 
.the nroyfus trial. Prance, ouce the 
powerful mid glorious, sceins now totter- 
ius on the brink of dissolution. Since it 
bus divorced itself ns u nntiou from God, 
by dcslroyine, every recognition of re- 
ligion in their national lire and public 



education, it linn drifted Into diaaster. 
The Dreyfus trial bus been otily 
oiie of the windows by which other 
nations huve looked into the heart of 
France, Sloderu Isninlis have uot been 
wanting who have cried, "Itepont !" but 
their voices have been drowned amid 
the clamor of the multitude who 
huve been without a true shep- 
herd. The Snlvation Army bus 
been for years toiling iu every 
centre of importance with remarkable 
success, yet all that lin.i been accom- 
plished seems so very little lu compar- 
ison with the millions who are In the 
clutches of infidelity. What a people the 
French nation would be ill the service or 
righteousness, can be judged from the 
excellency of our French officers nud 
soldiers, who have few equals in self- 
denial, consecration and wliole-heurted 
devotion to God aud man. Truth-loving 
mill God-fearing men are weeping, mill 
with trembling heart see the shadow of 
the Ilunil of Uetribution coining. 

But sill and wickedness is liete with 
us. There in plenty of work to do iu uui" 
Territory. Cunada, as a nation, is iu 
its infancy. Now is the (line to Inces- 
santly light sin, stand up tor righteous- 
ness and uphold truth. If we but faith- 
fully deal, ns Salvationists, with the 
individual— aud the churches with Hie in- 
dividual of their congregations— then the 
national history will develop along the 
hue of rectitude. A nation is mode 
up of people, and just as it is easier to 
suvc leu children from becoming drunk- 
ards, than to save one drunkard, so also 
is it easier and bettor to convert men 
individually tlmii lo correct their vices 
mid sins by legislation mnl piirlinineiils.

Jncnb 
did not despise Ilnohel bi'eniise she lur- 
ried n pitcher nud wns employed nt the 
menial task of water-carrying, neither did 
Pollnrd Miss Tenrcoy beenuse she wore 
round her lint n fine niul expensive 
fenther nnd n snpcrnbuudniicc of hiec 
nnd frilling. 

There wns character in both women, 
nud from the start of his enreer Gem-go 
Pollnrd lind the gift of discernment, nnd 
nlthough be wns not blind to the things 
which we are noting, he knew— not ex- 
actly at the moment of his first ac- 
quaintance — vet he knew where they 
would end. They would end at the 
Cross. 

Their First Meeting. 

Their early, or first love, wns all boun- 
tiful. Mr. Brnmwell Booth, in one of 
his hooka remarks : "The benutifnl ox- 
nniple of n supreme nfTectiun, united 
with true consecration to the Kingdom 
of Christ, which is presented to ibo 
people by many of our married officer*, 
is doing something nmidst influences thnt 
nre nil selfish nnd sensual lo restore the 
lost iden of n hnppy and holy marriage. 
It ifl n combination which hns been as 
rnre as it is beautiful— n union of spirit- 
ual nud secular virtues, a fervent piety 
nnd deep love for the Church or Cod 
with ns deep human sympathy nnd hu- 
man weakness, with high-strung en- 
thusiasm for souls with great tenderness 
nnd patience, and tbe love of little child- 
ren." An example of this union is fouud 
in the lives and labors of the two offlcers 
now before us. 

Let us see how these lives, rousing in 
different elinnnels, draw nenr to each 
other till they gradually, naturally, nnd 
Divinely become one. Miss Penrcoy 
went hack to the Vcckltnin Christian 
Mission, Attracted on this occasion by 
the announcement that a black limn was 
to preach. A coincidence is suggested 
here. It was n hlnck mini who came as 
a deliverer to Cnpt. Pollnrd on his first 
Sunday nt Duuodin ; it wns n black 
man who drew Miss Peareey to the 
Pockhnui Mission on the night she sur- 
rendered her will, her heart, her life to 
God. 

She snt four or five scuts from the 
platform in the Utile hull. The usual 
features of the meeting were again con- 
spicuous : a ritf-rair congregation, a 
general hustle nnd bustle abont every- 
thing, n strange hut sweet atmosphere, 
and n deep sense of reality nud earnest- 
ness. Miss Peareey wns no longer u- 
innsed ; she wns concerned.

He divested himself of hiB coat, rolled 
up his sleeves, jumped off the platform, 
L-limlx il over the sents till he came to 
the spot where Miss Tenreey sat. 

"You need salvation, sister !" he cried, 
and a chorus, with "Glory, glory, glory," 
as the lending line, wns suug lustily. 

"You ought to come to-night !" he 
again cried, and Miss Peareey rose. A 
clap of spiritual thunder -wns the sequel, 
negnrdlcss of everything about her, Miss 
Tenrcoy walked forward to the penitent 
form nnd fell nt the Saviour's feet. 
The Hand of Fellowship. 
She soon realized n deep, deep ns 
surnuec of the pnrdouing love of God,

God bless 
you !" 

There was no lovc-ninking, or course : 
nnd yet, if marriages are made in heaven 
had not the Great Pilot of human life a 
hand in that meeting ? . 

Miss Peareey went home rejoicing, nnd 
counted the hours nud minutes till files 
dav night. The world was unite new to 
hoi-, and even Loudon— sombre, sad, Lon- 
don— seemed to wear a happy smile 
when she rose next morning from her 
knees in prayer and looked out upon the 
merry-hcnrtcd, dnnciiig children in the 
street. Ah ! salvation means the second 
birth, which gives us new eyes nnd. ears, 
new hearts and new hopes. 

Towards the close or tbe Tucsdny 
night's meeting— n small, hut precious 
one to Miss Penney— the young zealot 
of the company said : "We must 1101 
separate without a word from our last 
Sunday night's convert.

After the death of Pericles a youth of 
Brent utility, Alkikindes, came to the 
front. Ho hnd hoen of noble family, 
lmt wns made an orphan early in child- 
hood and grew up under the guardian- 
ship of Pcrielos. Alkibiados was rnttier 
nt pains to show oft his exceptional 
beauty, but nllhough the Athenians 
laughed nt biin for that reason, he was, 
nevcrtheli'ss, n grent favorite with the 
people. He was of grent determination, 
ns shown by nn incident when n child. 
He was nt piny on the street and snw n 
waggon coming which would have spoiled 
his arrangement. To nvoid that he laid 
himself down before the wheels to stop 
the waggon. He wns nn apt pupil of 
the grent sage Socrates, who seemed to 
have loved him exceedingly, at one time 
currying him out of battle when wound- 
ed. As Socrates wns very ugly, th<> 
Athenians wore much amused to see hiin 
nnd 1he beautiful Alkibinilcs together. 
Tile latter won many prizes nt the Olym- 
pian gnmes, mid erentod ninny sensn- 
tions by bin eccentricities. Everybody 
indulged him, nltbough Inter in life he 
offended many persons by his pride and 




ALK1BIADES. 

There lnul bei'n in cnrlior yours some 
lighting ncniust the Greek colonies iu 
Sicily, who were mostly nllied with 
Spuria. Alkibiados was interested in 
lending nn expedition there. Nikias ar- 
gued iuiicIi against this, but the Athen- 
ians chose him as joint commnnder witli 
Alltibindi'S. 

One hundred war galley*, with s-ound 
of trumpet nnd songs nnd solemn prayer, 
set out from the Piraeus to snil for Italy. 
At Orevru another fifty-four allied ships 
joined the Meet, which now conlnined 
fi.OOO hcnvily-nniicil men. Arriving lit 
IUiegium, the Ituliiiu foreland, they 
found, upon iuiiuiry. Hint more of the 
Silicinn chics were ngainst them tlinn 
they expected. Nikias wns for n nnval 
demonstration to sdum- the power of 
Athens and then return home. Another 
General wanted to nftncfc Syracuse flt 
once, while Alkibindcs advised lo gain 
Ihe Ipsser towns, by friendship or force, 
and to indie the nntives to revolt. This 
plnn wns accepted. Alkibinilcs being nn 
adept nt talking over strnngers, to whom 
his grace nnd hrlllinticy were new. While 
in the midst of parrying out his plan, or- 
ders were received from Athens for Alki- 
hiadrs nnd his friends to return nt once 



to Athens to answer for several crimes 
of snerilcge, which they wore supposed 
to be guilty of, nnd which were supposed 
to be a part of n conspiracy to upset the 
lows of Solon nnd make Alkihiades n 
tyrnnt of Athens. 

This work of his enemies he had fenr- 
ed, and upon the advice of his friends, 
who wrote hiui of the popular feelings 
being against him, so thnt be would 
bnvc uo fair trial, he escaped on the 
way home. When he failed to arrive al 
Athens he wns cursed and condemned to 
death. Ho took rofugo in Sparta, and 
inter on in Persiii. 

Nikins, who had been left in Sicily, 
wns so cnutious in his movements that 
he wns considered n cownrd by the 
Syrncusans, who provoked n hattlo in 
Which they were defented. In the 
meantime Spnrta and Corinth enme to 
the rescue of the besieged city, and in n 
grent sen fight, defented the Athenians 
completely, forcing the remnnut of their 
ships which escnped into n vnlley, where 
Nikias and his friends were captured. 
The old, hruve General nnd other lead- 
ers were put to dentil' and the other 
Athenians sold ns slnves. Some of the 
inter were so apt in reciting thoir olnssio 
poetry that their masters showed them 
much leniency ; a number, in fact, 
gained their freedom in this manner. 

Tile war, however, continued, nnd wns 
finally fought out on Greek soil. The 
Spnrtans now cared more for being 
lenders than for the unity of Greece, 
nnd made n lenguo with the Persinns. 
The Athenians, in their difficulty, re- 
cnllcd Alkihiades, who succeeded in 
gnining numerous towns and islands 
ngnin for the onusc of the Athenians, Hi- 
mnnaged to rnisc n magnificent fleet of 
two hundred snil. 

The Spnrtnns were led by Lysander, 
of the roynl line, nnd in n sen fight at 
Notiinn won a trifling victory over the 
Alheninns, which caused the old smould- 
ering hatred ngninst Alkihiades to break 
out ngnin, nnd resulted in bis banish- 
ment. 

Konnn, the next Allioniiiii commnnder, 
met 'the Spnrtnn fleet, defeated the 
latter, who were only half in numhor, nnd 
killed its brnve commnnder. The vic- 
tors, however, lost n number of ships in 
the storm, nnd many warriors were 
drowned. This caused nn inquiry which 
led to the condemnation of nil corn, 
mniiders. except Konon, hut the death 
sentence wns not. executed ns the gen- 
erals were, fortunately, nwny nt the 
time, 

Iiysnndor, in the meantime, collected 
n fresh fleet, nnd wns ennhlcd to build 
ninny new ships by the nid of Persinn 
money. Cyrus, the son of Dnrius, was 
now on the Persian throne, nnd be show- 
ed himself n clever ruler. He knew how 
to vnlue Greek hrnvery, nnd concluded 
Hint it would pny him. to keep them 
fighting nmong themselves ; for this rea- 
son ho furnished money to the Spnrtans 
to carry on the wnr. Lysnndcr rnided 
nnd plundered many const cities and is- 
Innds of the Athcninns nnd their nllies, 
always escaping heforc the fleet of the 
Intter came to the rescue. The two 
opposing nnvies enme fiunlly tip with 
each other in the Hellespont, where the 
Spnrtnns did not respond to the cliiillenge 
of the Athenian ships. Lulled into se- 
curity by the apparent cowardice of the 
Spnrtnns, the Atbeninus strayed further 
every morning from their ships, in search 
for food. Alkibindcs, who lived hi n 
enstlc close by, snw (he tactics of the 
Spnrtnns nnd warned (he Atheninn com- 
manders, who despised his wnrnings nut] 
laughingly told him they were the com- 
manders now, not he. On the fifth day 
Lysnndcr ordered his galleys to attack 
the Athenian fleet ns soon ns their men 
hnd gone into the country for food. Not 
one Gencrnl wns nt his post except 
Konon, who hnd only eight ships manned, 
with which he sailed out nnd csenpert. 
The Spnrtnns burned the whole or the 
empty licet, nnd (he scattered troops on 
land were killed one by one. Seven of 
Hie oscnping ships were tnken hy Konon 
to the Island of Cyprus, where he 



thought be could serve his country bet- 
ter than share its impending ruin. Only 
one ship returned to Athens to bring 
home the drendful tidings. There wins 
u terrible sound of weeping nnd wniling 
nt Athens that night. Lysander ndvnnc- 
cd quickly upon the unfortunate city, 
driving the Athenian garrisons before 
him, nnd finally besieging her by lnnd 
nnd sett. 

There wns now no hope of delivcrauee, 
so after a short council Athens surrend- 
ered to Spartn under very severe con- 
ditions. Lysander pulled down the loug 
wnll and overthrew the laws of Solon, 
snbstitnting a government of thirty men, 
to keep Athens under the Spnrtnn yoke. 
These men were so cruel that (hey 
earned the title of the Thirty Tyrants. 
So ended the Peloponnosinn War, in 
404 E. C, after twenty-seven yenra of 
fighting. 

AlkihindeS, to whom the Athenians 
looked for deliverance hnd to flee to 
Persia, where, however, the ngents of 
the Thirty Tyrants murdered him. The 
Thirty Tyrnnts also put to denth no less 
than one thousand four hundred citizens 
without proper trials, nnd drove over 
five thousand into bnnishment during 
their eight months of reign. Then 
Throsybulus established the old demo- 
cracy, but even then Spnrtn was the 
dominant power of Greece.

THIBET. 

The Land Closed to the Gospel. 

We nre on Ihe border of Thibet, the 
land which is closed to the glorious 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. No missionaries 
arc allowed even to pass through the 
country. The Thibetans nre strange 
people. Severn! hundred or them nre 
here in this district and we eomc in 
contact with them dnily. There nre a 
number of missionaries here learning 
the langnage nnd working among those 
who nre in these pnrts. expecting. God 
to open unto them a door of utterance 
in Thibet. Let oil God's people pray 
that this mny soon he the case. 

Of nil the people I ever met, these 
seem to be the most ignornnt concerning 
the things of God. They nre kept in 
ignorance by the Lnmns. who are their 
spiritual guides. Very few of them can 
read or write, nnd nil they know is one 
prnycr of nbont sis syllnbles. Ton can 
hear them saying it ovrr and over again, 
but there arc very few of them who 
can tell yoit what it menns. even some 
of their Lnmns cannot explain it. They 
have this prayer printed on pieces of 
pnper nnd tied to the hushes of trees 
nnd on poles. When the wind blows the 
paper, they hcllevc it will carry their 
prn.vers to hcnvci. 

In Thibet thfy never wnsh their 
hnbios, nnd the nt'ults wnsh hut once n 
yenr. or not nt nil in some plnees. 
Their clothes nre worn without wnshinc 
till they are worr, out. but here in Indin 
some of them hnve tnken to using wntcr 
nnd it improves their nppenrnnee won- 
derfully. The girls nre mnrried young 
nnd generally mnrried to two or three 
hoys in the snme fnmily. They bnvp 
three wnys of putting nwnv their dead— 
by fire, wafer and air. The rich nre 
eremnted nnd the poorer classes nre 
cither thrown in the river, or left on n 
hill tied to n stake for wild animnls (o 
devour. 

They smoke, use snuff, nnd nre vorv 
hnrd drinkers. They mnke n filthy-look- 
ing beer out of bnrley nnd some other 
grain. It is n common 1hfnc to see 
little girls, two nnd three yenrs old, 
smoking eignrcttcs. I snw a uiolhi-r 
smoking a eignrctte nnd blowing the 
smoke into the month of her little child, 
and the child would blow it out and 
wns tickled nt the performance. 

Our object in writing these things is 
to stir up nn interest nt home nnd gel 
these denr souls on our hearts. Their 
miserable condition ennnot be told on 
paper. Let all the people of God prny 
for these denr people. Jesus died for 
them nnd loves them ns much ns He did 
you nnd I when we were in our sins. 
Some of them hnve been saved, nnd 
they got cleaned up inside nnd out, 
praise God.— W. S. Craig, in 'he Fire 
Brand.

- X Is difficult to truce their 
> origin, ns they date back 
u long wny, but they 
begnn to nssume prom- 
lueuce nud become ng- 
^^ gresslve about two 
Ihonsniul years ago. Though their 
names are different, they belong to 
the same family, aud each possess 
distinct Ire features. A3 a result of 
tlieir peculiar habits aud surroundings 
lliey have developed the faculty nf 
destructiveness to an nlmormnl degree. 
This accounts for their destroying and 
pulling down, rather thnn upbuilding, 
those things tliey profess lo live nud 
labor for. They are reuowned for 
their iiblllty to cause confusion, create 
strife, sow discord, promote disunion, 
breed dissatisfaction, develop suspic- 
ion, undermine loyalty, uud induce 
hatred of discipline. 

Other Characteristics. 

It is difficult to decide whether (heir 
active qualities, as above, or their pits- 
■ sive, are the most dnngcl'ous. Cer- 
tniulv the latter make them more un- 
charitable and vindictive. Their con- 
ceit (In imagining all wisdom lias been 
especially reserved and given to tliciu, 
ns a kind of absolute right from hea- 
ven), bigotry, self-will, and narrow- 
mindedness, nil serve to net ns fuel 
to the fire that mnulfests itself in n 
bitter opposition to those who do not 
accept their ideas. 

in former years they tried to en- 
force recognition of their tenets by 
Intlictlag cruelties of the worst kind. 
From sialic and rack, from areuu and 
dungeon, from prison cell and scourg- 
ing room, the expiring cry of their 
victims has ascended to heaven. With 
the advance of civilization, however, 
their measures have of compulsion, 
altered ; aud from the cruel methods 
mentioned they have adopted the 
more insidious, and perhaps more suc- 
cessful policy of subtle intriguo-uu- 
derminlng of existing principle*— uud 
sowing of disturbing ideas. 

Iffeote of Innooulatloi]. 

Anyone attacked by this contagion 
seldom recovers entirely. It Ik like a 
ense of mnlnria, and is scarcely curable 
If it has become chronic. Bloud-aud- 
Fire Salvationists nud whole-hearted 
Christians of any denomination, seem 
to be especially desirable prey, and 
occasionally some of these full victims 
10 ihe efforts of those who propagate 
this dangerous epidemic. It Is the 
more dangerous because of having, 
perhaps, even more than u semblance 
of truth. Lt gives :i death-blow lo 
enthusiasm, it numbs the spiritual 
sensibilities, and In a remarkably 
short time will transform n devll- 
diiiing Salvationist into a kind of a 
decorated broom-stick, and make one 
who has been useful iu the service of 
God and humanity iuto little more 
than a bundle of empty profession. 
In short, its usual effect is to supplant 
a religion of "do" into one of "Jaw"— 
if It Is religion nt nil. 

Divine v. Self- 
All the claim!) of this class are that 
they are positive that (heir conviction* 
are of Divine origin, and, therefore, 
demand that everyone should think ns 
tliev do. Alas ! their very intolerance 
Is li phase of selfishness, aud that of 
Ihe coarsest kind. When you come to 
nnalvHO their motives how much yoti 
discover of personal Interest ! What 
personal gnitlllcntlon Is evidenced In 
seeing someone unsettled by their pro- 
positions ! Whether that individual 
liccomes a more earnest. Christian, aud 
more energetic In seeking the salva- 
tion of others is quite a inlunr matter. 
"Divine gtiidnnce" is one of their pet 
phrases, but how ortcn their actions 
Indicate (hat much of their professed 
service Is actuated by the dcKlro of 
having their own way, and their pet 
Ideas accepted. They delight to play 
upon words, and air stock phrases. 
Thcv nre very careful about dotting 
the '"I's" and crossing the "t's" of their 
fnvorlte notions. 

Much of the mischief done— even 
whore the motive may be good— Is due 
to the failure to view things In their 
relative importance nud position : 
Which results In stnilnlug nt a minor 
feature, while a ([renter Is practically 
Ignored. Souls rushing to hell while 



they haggle and spout on doctrinal 
hair-splitting Is a small matter com- 
pared to proselytising (which means 
unsettling) nu already earnest follow- 
er of Him Who had no creed, but 
taught the Intensely practical plnu and 
purpose of saving men from sin and 
Its awful penalty. 

Anoleqt and tyodarn Examples. 

A number of other features, nil 
"Divine" (?), are Included In the mys- 
tic stock-in-trnde of these exploiters. 
What grent religious reformer Is there, 
or has been, but has been caused great- 
er nuxlety by the devil as nu "angel 
of light" through these nomadic spec- 
ulators, than when 'ie has presented 
himself lu his true guise of black face 
and long tail? Poor Paul !— I use tho 
adjective reverently— what heaps of 
sorrow you endured through the mis- 
chievous efforts of those fellows at 
.Tern sale in, nt Corinth, and other 
plnces, who "taught other things" than 
yon hnd tnught. Whnt a lot of young 
converts, for whose salvation you hnd 
worked a ad suffered, they upset. 
(Young converts arc their special prey, 
and sometimes they sneak around the 
penitent form.) Their pnrehnionts 
bearing the signlBcnnt senl of eoeles- 
instieal aathority, their high-sounding 



plnoe of perfect laws perfectly kept, 
and heaven Is n place of glorious free- 
dom. The truest nlid greatest free- 
dom Is enjoyed where" the best laws 
arc in force and recognized, whether 
in the individual or the community. 
Without discipline, order and govern- 
ment there cnu be no true freedom. 

An There Ho Suoh Blessings? 

What, thou, are there no such bless- 
ings ns "Divine guidance," aud "Divine 
heallng"V By nil menns, yes ! Have 
we not seen ninny cases of brilliant 
victory achieved through the sacred 
leading of the former, and when the 
consequence of taking a certain step 
would otherwise have been Impossible 
to bctir ? Of the latter, have we not 
known of some who, after having 
been given up by skilled physicians, 
hnve been brought back from the con- 
fines of death's shndowland ? But 
God does uot bestow this gift upon any 
Individual (or Individuals) as nn ab- 
solute right. Neither Is It given as a 
plaything for faddists, or as a means 
of harangue for voluble frenks, itor ns 
a hobby-horse for lop-sided enthusiasts 
to expend tlieir surplus and mis-ap- 
plied zeal upon. Much less does He 
give It ns a mercenary fnctor Tor the 
convenience of necromancers ami 
charlatans, whose prlnclpnl desire Is 
to And something uovel for public ex- 
hibition, and with which to play on 
the feelings and sentiments of too 
susceptible persons. 

God's blessings arc given to make ns 
straight, upright, earnest men nnd wo- 
men. Character we need, not notions; 



eiuplineo* It. Keep clear of these, 
votaries of a religion of mystic hlgh- 
sonudlng nothings and speculative nlr 
bubbles- Also remember that what- 
ever lessens our devotion nnd useful- 
ness in God's servlee comes from the 
devil In some way ; while that which 
mnkes you a better, happier, and more 
practical and useful warrior of the 
cross, and saviour of others, may be 
accepted with safety and satisfaction.

A Night in Blockhouse No, 2, 



A veritable city or the dead is the 
largo tract of lonil comprised in the 
throe cometorios known collectively us 
L,n Lomn. Here are numberless tombs 
nnd graves, nbove nnd beloiv grotmu, 
covering 1,000 or more ncres. 

A short distance from this grent grave- 
ynrd, on the crest of a hilt, stands Block- 
house No. 2— a stone structure erected 
liy the Spaniards. The vnrying fortunes 
of war threw this blockhouse into the 
possession of first one and then another 
of the coinbntauta— Spaniard, Filipino, 
and American. The latter forced the 
Insiirrectos from Manila and back l.COO 
yards from this fort. The .blockhouse 
was on the American firing line. The 
natives occupied Cnlooenn, and tlic forest 
to the north nnd east, with a lnrge open 
spnee between. A forest also to the 
left of Cnlooenn to Manila, skirled the 
bay. 

The nfternoon of February Oth was 
given by the Salvation Army officer to 
visitation of the troops drawn up in 
bnttle array. The men were nt rest 
awaiting orders. This pave nil opportun- 
ity to push the claims of Christ nnd His 
salvation on the attention of the soldiers 
ns the Lord gnvc opportunity. 

Company E, First Montana Volunteer 
Infantry, occupied the blockhouse. Three 
Salvationists arc members of this Com- 
pany— Brother? D. C. Hinea, Albert 
Lloyd and Dave Freeman. The lust 
named was converted in one of our meet- 
ings held in the regimental mooting tent 
just before the outbreak of the war. 

Night closed in. The Salvation Army 
civilian concluded to remain on the battle 
field. A soldier's kit enabled him to sit 
down on tbc grass outside the bloek- 
honse and strengthen the physical man 
with canned snlmon, coffee and hnd 
tack. Darkness comes very quickly aftev 
the sun goes down in the iropio. 

Squads of soldiers were detailed fo ■ 
various duties— some as pickets, others 
to occupy (be trench outside the wnlN 
of the blockhouse, and thi- remnindcr in- 
side to defend the latter in case an nl- 
tack should lie made. 

A thickly-wooded creek wondering in 
its tortuous course inside the Aiec iciu 
lines from the forest east of La I.omn, 
made an attack under cover from tlm 
direction quite fonsitile. 

Spreading his sine!? blanket on the 
ground beneath the high corrugated roof 
of the blockhouse, the writer laid him- 
self down to sleep rmioiig the soldiers. 
Ho tried heroically to fall asleep, but 
Cnpt, Jensen was determined no mnn 
should sleep that night if he Could pre- 
vent it. Deponent witnesscth to the 
Captain's credit that he succeeded ad- 
mirably. Xohody slept that night unions 
he stole a wink of sleep clandestinely, 
and then it wns too brief to count. 

Sergeants made frequent rounds to 
give heavy eyelids a new appointment of 
work. At n late hour the Captain him- 
self appeared. Catching n view of the 
writer stretched out on the ground, he 
ordered the same from under the roof In 
one corner of the enclosure. 

No lights wore allowed, not even the 
striking of n match. Soldiers spnki. in 
whispers ns they silt with their b;ieki 
against the wall or stooo on n raised 
platform looking through the porlbolos. 
The plnce was oppressively silent. No 
one would imagine that the Ircnch sur- 
rounding the structure and the enclosure 
wns full of armed men ready for instant 
action ; but it was so. 
Ten o'clock. 

Tock, took— tock, toi k, tork ! In rapid 
succession queer .sounds like the licnting 
of a tionril with n club, broke the still- 
ness over In the bninbno forest towards 
Caloocan. Wo know the meaning of 
that noise. The Insurrcetos were attack- 
ing our left wing. A momenl's nause. 
Again those sounds. Onl of the dark- 
ness followed n confused roar, caused by 
the firing of Springfield rifles at will. A 
pause on the American side was broken 
by the crash of volleys. Silence ensued, 
save now and then n stray shot from <i 
sharpshooter. 

Hark ! What's that ? Itupiil firing 
on the right, nnd close by, too ! 

A shot. "Pennsylvania outpost!" 
shouted Q voice. Another report. 
"Pennsylvania outpost !" The firing in- 
creased, nnd with each report came the 
cry, "PennB,vlvnnfn outpost !" 
We coiild sec nothing, but guessed thnt 



the Tenth Pennsylvania Regiment was 
sustaining an attack and their outposts 
were falling back to their support. To 
prevent their eomrndes from firing nt 
thorn they revealed their identity in that 
wny. 

A volley crashed suddenly from the 
Montana men in the trench just undei 
the wnlls of our own blockhouse, 

"What is the trouble ?" 

"Don't know !" 

Silence ngain. Not n sound nbove n 
whisper. Brother Hines was detailed 
with one or two others to keep in the 
tower facing the north-east. All night 
dark figures could be traced ngainst the 
sky line, but silence reigned amongst the 
watchmen. 

Desultory tiring in the vicinity of Cnl- 
ooenn continued until morning, Pring I 
A bullet struck our iron roof. The force 
of the impact proved n high velocity. 
Well that it did not strike somebody. 

A grey streak nppearcd in the east, 
heralding the nppronrhing dawn. The 
light grew stronger, and at Inst with the 
light of niiothcr day flooding the battle- 
field, the night in Blockhouse No. 2 bi- 
came n memory of the past. 

"Watchman, whnt of the night ? The 
morning comcth." Isaiah xxi. 11, 12. 



Army quarters, and the house looks like 
it did the memorable 4th of February. 
Our lamps nre turned down low, nnd we 
keep nwny from the doors nud windows, 
because there is so much shooting going 
on around us that no one knows from 
whnt direction a bullet mny come and 
whether a friend or a fuc directs it on 
its mission. 

Excitement ? Yes, indeed ! btit the 
citizens know better than to venture out 
unless the roof is horning above their 
hends. In thnt ease stern necessity com- 
pels them to make the best of n desper- 
ate predicament. 

Look ! There is n sen of Are on the 
north. The towers of Tondo Church 
stand out ngainst the molten sky like 
giant sentinels. Flumes nud dense banks 
of smoke completely surround the lofty 
Innd mnrks, sometime hiding them from 
view, then clearing away. We sec the 
windows and abutments up nmid the 
chimes of hells filled with American 
soldiers, who nrc shooting from the;r 
perch down in the Insiirrectos below. 
The heat is so grent and smoke stifling 
thnt they cover their fnees with wet 
cloths. 

The lire is now travelling in uur dir- 
ection, crossing from street to street. 
Will it rencb our quarters ? Shnll our 
Salvntion nest go up in smoke ? Will 
not God favor His own ? Surely He 
will. The Lord's special providence is 
over His people. The Annies burn out 
nt the Pasco Azcorrngu. but the conflag- 
ration is not stayed. The Devisoria 
Market is afire, nnd the adjoining build- 
ings. Incendiaries are busy starling ncw- 
flrcs. The flames arc now raging ami 
roaring in our immediate vicinity, but are 
inuring away towards Binoinlo.
